To The Selectmen and Citizens of Pittsfield: 


It is a pleasure to submit to you my fourth annual 
report since coming to Pittsfield. A list of department 
income and expenses has been added, a further break- 
down of any item is on file in the office. 


The excise tax for the year was $39,068.39, and 
$5,931.61 below the $45,000.00 estimate used for the 
reduction of taxes. There are two reasons for this: 
early registration last year because of new plates made 
a lower income for the month of February, and the 
change in the closing date for the town books to De- 
cember 31st, made only an eleven month year for 1968. 


Also due to the shorter year more departmental bal- 
ances were transferred to surplus, part of these being 
used to make up the difference in the excise tax estim- 
ate. 


The Selectmen met for twelve regular meetings, 
nine special meetings, also two meetings with the 
Planning Board and two with the Budget Committee. 


The Planning Board has had a very active year, 
holding sixteen meetings with the consulting firm of 
Hans Klunder Associates, four on the preparation of 
a town charter that has been presented to legislature 
for enactment. This charter will be presented to the 
citizens of Pittsfield for endorsement at the 1970 town 
meeting. 


Better working conditions have been established by 
renovations in the Town Office. 


The assessing department now has aerial photos of 
the town available to assist in locating property, also 


pS 
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a filing system that shows you how the value of your 
property was arrived at. You are welcome to come in 
at any time. 


With the retirement of Glyndon Braley as Highway 
Foreman, we have combined the highway and water 
departments as a public works department with Rich- 
ard Nason in charge. About .06 of a mile of the Pow- 
ers Road was rebuilt with Town Road Improvement 
money. A new Chevrolet truck and a Sicard Snow- 
blower were purchased. A salt storage shed was built 
using the lumber salvaged from the old town garage. 
A busy summer is anticipated, because of the rebuild- 
ing of Hartland Ave., many water and sewer services 
will have to be renewed. 


Many problems have occurred in 1968, let’s work to 
settle them in a dignified manner and present a more 
unified public impression. 


It has again been a pleasure working with you, the 
Selectmen, the taxpayers, the department heads and 
employees of the town. I thank you for your assist- 
ance.

LIBRARIANS REPORT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Pittsfield: 


It is difficult to outline a brief report when covering 
a year’s work at a Public Library. It is our aim to 
provide sufficient reading and reference materials and 
to give good service to the community. We have ob- 
served National Library Week and Children’s Book 
Week with special programs and contests. We feel that 
these encourage reading both with adults and children. 
A story hour was held in the spring and several mem- 
bers of the Arts Club volunteered as readers. The 
program was well received. 


The Librarian has attended a two day State Meeting 
held in Bar Harbor, an area meeting held in Madison 
and a round-table meeting held in Guilford. These 
meetings have been most instructive. Many new ideas 
and techniques enhance our library service. 


Two major improvements this year have been the 
Kiwanis Project, the addition of a room known as the 
J. S. Buker Room and the Art’s Club project, the re- 
decorating of the Children’s Room. The Children’s 
Room has been painted, book cases and tables have 
been refinished, new wall to wall carpeting and a read- 
ing table and chairs have been added. These improve- 
ments are a great asset to our facilities and the clubs 
should be aware that we are extremely grateful for 
their interest and efforts. 


The Library has added several new services which 
include the Inter-Library loan telephone service which 
gives more rapid return of requested books from the 
State Library. The addition of large type books for the 
Visually Handicapped. We have a talking book dis- 
played at the Library and have placed a magnifying 
Viewer in the home of Mrs. Agnes Kierstead. Our rec- 
ord section has proven very popular, having added 200 
recordings for circulation. Government funds provided 
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us with extra money for magazine subscriptions. Stu- 
dents use many of these in preparing their term pa- 
pers, using our “Reader’s Guide” as an index. We have 
received many gifts of books and furnishings for our 
Library. 


In closing, I would like to express my appreciation 
to all who have helped to promote the Library Pro- 
gram — The Kiwanis Club, The Art’s Club, The Citi- 
zens who have donated books and magazines, the M. 
C. I. Key Club for moving books, the Boy Scouts for 
painting the children’s chairs and to Mrs. Burch, the 
assistant, for her outstanding service.

State instructed schools for all firemen and officers 
were held covering the proper use of ladders, breath- 
ing apparatus and etfective hose streams. A tactical 
school was held for. all officers of the department. The 
post of training officer was established and this officer 
is charged with maintaining a training and practice 
program continually. This has worked effectively to i 
broaden and maintain the knowledge of fire-fighting. 


The radio-wave alerting system was established 
with excellent results. Response to alarms have been 
faster and more effective due to the receivers in the | 
firemen’s homes even though a small amount of receiv- i 
ers have been purchased (8). 


Dispatching was centralized to cover Fire and Police " 
Departments. Firemen turned out to renovate the dis- 
patch office and the newly built Fire Chief’s office lo- 
cated in the old motor room at rear of fire station.

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NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


The usual annual notice of requirements under 
Section 36, Chapter 92 of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, pertaining to the filing of true lists of polls 
and estates, has been omitted this year. It is felt 
that in view of the proposed overall review of the 
tax program in Pittsfield it is extremely import- 
ant that the taxpayers this year do provide such a 
list.
